TO FRESHMEN, A WECOME AND A CHALLENGE 

Where in other years it may have sufficed at this 
time merely to extend a welcome to the incoming fresh¬ 
men there seems necessary this year a welcome -f- a chal¬ 
lenge. Where in other years we may have discussed with 
them the problem of college adjustment, replete with ex¬ 
amples in the form of numerous confident upperclass¬ 
men, this year we must recognize in addition the prob¬ 
lem, new to us all, of adaptation to changed world con¬ 
ditions, and toward its solution our suggestions can be 
only faltering and uncertain. Where we might once have 
exhorted upperclassmen to be sure guides on ways al¬ 
ready known to them, now we must ask everyone to go 
trail-marking together, for all the ways are not known. 

The challenge we spoke of might be hinted at by 
referring to this year's freshman class as really the first 
“war class.” Theirs is the task of solving problems which 
we did not even vaguely consider when we were fresh¬ 
men. One is a problem that is past. That was to decide 
whether or not to enter college, conditions being what 
they are. The students, by coming, have already settled 
that question. One is a problem that is future. That has 
to do, especially in the case of the boys, with the stu¬ 
dent’s staying-power at Juniata, now that he has en¬ 
tered. Circumstances and events are almost the controll¬ 
ing factors in this case. 

But there is a problem that is present. It is a prob¬ 
lem that has not been solved and will not be taken out of 
the student’s hands. Right here and now, in this place 
and at this time, the student must make his own individ¬ 
ual link between himself of the school and himself of the 
nation and world. He cannot ignore either, for he is both, 
and, whether isolationist or general-in-all-but-deed, he is 
one-half warped. He cannot be a dual personality/ a 
war-time schizophreniac, but he must unite, compromise, 
blend. 

Perhaps the student wishes to do something in con¬ 
nection with the war effort. In that case he will do well 
to remember that he is not trying to bring war to the 
campus, but the real, all-around-applicable effort. Per¬ 
haps he could do no better than to “militate” in those 
thin/s which he does daily in the place where he finds 
himself—to clothe his interior being with a glorious uni¬ 
form of courage and devotion, and to conduct himself 
with strictest self-discipline and military “Attention!” 

And since the college student is alleged to be a hu¬ 
man being of higher-than-average intelligence and 
longer-than-average memory, there is no one more suited 
than he to revive and keep reviving the idea that we are 
not fighting from the mere brute instinct of conflict or 
for mere victory over enemies finally vanquished, but to 
have and to hold what we consider the highest values of 
life and spirit. 

The War Class of ’46 has cropped up in a time 
when, as in no other way, they have the opportunity and 
privilege of proving that education is one of those values 
worth fighting for.

In a sluggish renewal of a two 
decade rivalry, the Juniata Indians 
overcame the Drexel Dragons in 
the last minutes of the game to 
win 13 to 9 at Drexel Field in Phil¬ 
adelphia on Saturday. 

The first half found Coach Snid¬ 
er’s charges making one mistake 
after another and the result was 
that the score was 9-0 against 
them at half-time. Awakening from 
their lethargy in the third quarter, 
they really warmed up to the oc- 
casin and pushed over touchdowns 
in sudden lightning-like thrusts in 
the third and fourth quartets. 

After the kick-off an exchange 
of punts found the locals with the 
ball deep in their own territory. A 
mix-up in the backfield along with 
a bad pass from center put Juniata 
behind 2-0 when Kitman was 
caught behind the goal line. Then 
late in the second quarter Beattie 
intercepted Clapperton's pass on 
the J. c.

Army, Navy, Marine Officers Ex¬ 
plain Opportunities; Reserves 
Empliaslzed 

Opportunities for college men 
in our national armed forces were 
r’early presented to a large group 
of Juniata students last Thursday. 
All of the officers who spoke 
placed an emphasis on the severe 
lack of well-trained naval and mil¬ 
itary leaders. The importance of a 
college education may be realized 
by the fact that only 7 about two 
per cent of the entire army are 
college men though at least eighty 
per cent of all officers have had 
eollege experience. 

Essentially, the qualifications for 
the Army, Navy, and Marines are 
the same. These include average 
physical condition and good mental, 
psychological, and moral standards. 
For entrance into the air forces an 
additional requirement of an ex¬ 
cellent tecSmieal aptitude is neces¬ 
sary. 

Most of the Juniata men who at¬ 
tended expressed an interest in one 
of the armed services’ reserve 
branches. In the meeting in Stu¬ 
dents Hall following the Oiler Hall 
program the opportunity presented 
itself for the discussion of individ¬ 
ual problems. 

Captain Ward of the U. S. Ma¬ 
rine Corps was chairman of the 
program, and also presented the

The Westminster Titans come to 
College Hid (bis Saturday to 
threaten the undefeated record 
sported by the Juniata eleven. The 
Titans have not been as fortunate 
as our boys but despite their rec¬ 
ord will field a heavy, dangerous 
team. 

The Indians have been waiting 
for this game. They hope to gain 
revenge for the 27-12 defeat that 
Westminster meted out at New 
Wilmington last season. In that 
game "sloppy" tackling and a loose 
pass defense practically handed 
the decision to the Titans before 
a large Dad’s Day crowd. 

That victorious team was broken 
«P by graduation and losses of man 
power to the services.

Felix and Joe 
Demolse, halfback and end respect¬ 
ively, Tom Murphy, halfback; Dale 
Higgle, fullback; and Scovel Carl¬ 
son, guard, are now in service. In 
spite of this great loss Coach 
Washabaugb’s starting eleven 
sports 10 lettermen. 

One of two newcomers to crash 
the starting eleven is Mike Evanoff, 
brother of last year’s captain, who 
came to Westminster as a trans-: 
fer student from Edinboro College 
and who is paying left guard. An¬ 
other newcomer but a veteran is 
Captain Ted Ossoff who was inact¬ 
ive last year because of a broken 
wrist.

HOSPITAL NURSES’ 
AIDE TRAINING 

The plan for the training of stu¬ 
dents as Nurses’ Aides is now well 
under way. This plan is based on 
cooperation of the J. C, Blair Me¬ 
morial Hospital authorities with 
the college students who are tak¬ 
ing the course. 

The students enrolled are: Ruth

Classes are held for two and one

team. They were out-charged, .out¬ 
smarted, and out-played jtiut they 
w re not out-fought, . 

'Plie first quarter was fairly calm 
with the Dutchmen holding the up- 
j rt >c hand through two beautiful 
quick-kicks. In the second quarter 
the boys on both teams started 
roughing, it up in earnest. Who 
started it? That’s hard to tell but 
both sides gave and took freely 
with Juniata being unfortunate in 
receiving- the dirty end in most 
cases. ■ • • , 

Kitman went out with a very bad 
jog. Then Clapperton walked off 
the field after being roughed on a 
pass with three broken ribs, a bad¬ 
ly shattered collar-bone, and an in¬ 
jured shoulder. In the third quar¬ 
ter. the fans (from Lebanon Val¬ 
ley) got a kick out of a Lebanon 
Valley player’s attempt to floor 
Eisenhart but his 6’4” wouldn’t 
crumble. Instead, today he is stilt 
sporting a beautiful shiner.

stress is still placed on a complete 
.worship program—not only in the 
actual moments of worship but also

i Mr. Harvey spoke from extensive

lines, having participated in thh 
World Meeting of Christian Stu¬ 
dents in Amsterdam in .

“How to get rid of an inferiority complex on 15 minutes a day” accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Elliott of Harvard isn’t the whole story however, A founda¬ 
tion in the world of books serves as a catapult into the world of expe¬ 
rience. But to put into application the resources offered by books is an¬ 
other matter which deals with the talent of the individual. The point 
here is that if one avails himself of hooks lie may better avail himself 
of his abilities.

Commenting on 
the Commentators 

By HARVEY MACLAY 

“Mama, it’s that man again," 
The child is referring to one of 
ihree people; namely, radio’s out¬ 
standing commentators — Gabriel 
Center, Raymond Gram Swing, 
end II. V. Knltenborn. The listener 
ljkely imagines Heatter as radio’s 
Vo ce of Do. in asking, while light¬ 
ring f ashes and walLs rock, “will 
Stiiling-ad holds?” . . . “Have y<m 
shaved today?” If Swing’s broad¬ 
casts are propped on scholarship 
and Kaltenborn’s on experience 
Gabriel Heatfer’s are cn emotion. 
His stocks-in-trade are the dramat¬ 
ic pause, a flair for saying “Ah” 
and “Lie!” with awful force, and 
the indispersable phrase, “Time 
alone will tel).” What he lacks in 
information he plugs up with ad- 
jfetives, usually three in a row, 
like ‘ long, bloody, costly.” 

Fifty years old, big and sallow, 
look'ng like an insominae old style 
roTtician, Heatter has been in ra¬ 
dio for ten years. His big moment 
came when Bruno Hauptmann was 
executed. That night he ad-libbed 
for fifty'eight minutes, to establish 
the record of the longest extempo¬ 
raneous broadcast. It brought him 
fifty-five thousand fan letters and 
made his name in radio. Heatter’s 
ideas are sometimes magnificently 
muddled but he has one clear, un¬ 
swervingly rational idea, 
thinks radio should grow up to a 
po ut where commercials are un- 
uecesrary. Unintentionally he may 
he basfering that day—famous for 
bis hair tonic commercials, he is 
getting bald as a boulder. 

To the listener Raymond Gram 
Swing is a scholarly uncle peering 
em tantly at his charts. Actually, 
this is true. His friend, John Gun¬ 
ther, said of him: “He has mental 
biceps.” They’re kept in shape by 
mental workout.-—before he makes 
a statement he gees through a 
grind of checking with maps and 
fitatis'ies. His-fcahit of intense con¬ 
centration is sometimes annoying 
casts by three seconds), and he is 
rorbed. it’s impossible to pry him 
out. But there are three other 
eons why Swing makes people un- 
comfortab e. He has a deadly habit 
rf analys's, he has a clock-like 
mind {never varying his broad¬ 
casts by three seconds) , and he is 
maddeningly honest. He doesn’t 
make predictions any more because 
very l'ttle happens even the way 
the expert expects it to. 

Kaltenborn might well pass for 
a schoolmaster, wearing a tight 
collar and making precise, pedantic 
remarks while he holds a birch rod 
behind his back. His broadcasts 
show aburly sense of humor in the 
rollca of his speech, and Elmer 
Davis, the man who knows him 
best, declares that he has put com¬ 
mentators on the map. Kaltenborn 
is dean of his profession and 
thrives on his dean-sliip. Sixty-four 
years old, he has twenty years of 
radio behind him. His two favor¬ 
ites are such proverbs as “Oh, 
what a tangled web we weave. . 
and the word “not,” which he says 
with great relish. 

The only man whom N. B. C. al¬ 
lows to ad lib, Kaltenborn clutches 
around them. We’re told that he's 
always so emphatically sure of 
himself that listeners never real¬ 
ized when he extemporized a whole 
program from two lines of last 
minute news, handed him on a slip 
of paper just as he went on the 
air. He is usually lucky in his pre¬ 
dictions. Back in June, 1941, when 
everyone was shaking his head, he 
said, “Hit’er will net conquer Rus¬ 
sia however far he penetrates the 
country.”

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We speak of our winning the war. We praise the 
heroism of our boys and wish we had the opportunity to 
emulate them, or at least to help in some little way.

We cite college students as future 
world leaders, setting examples of rational, ethical be¬ 
havior and worthwhile endeavor. 

But we act for losing the war. We don't manifest 
much heroism ourselves, not even the slight bit of cour¬ 
age needed to stomach a little unpleasantness. We don’t 
cooperate unless it’s to our personal advantage to do so. 
We behave neither rationally nor ethically, and we con¬ 
tinue to endeavor “for me” as if we lived in a world un¬ 
changed. And “sacrifice” is to us just that—a word en¬ 
closed in quotation marks. 

Proof perfect of all this is the holiday fervor culmi¬ 
nating in scores of A. W. O. L. (Arch Wreckers of Lib¬ 
erty) vacations—the campus groaning with a bad case 
of gaposis over the Thanksgiving week-end, the Arch- 
Wreckerites threatening to disregard any ceiling date 
for the Christmas vacation. ) 

We live in a democracy,and sa^ we are fighting to 
preserve our way of life—so we demonstrate it on our 
campus by showing that one student is legitimately no 
better than another (but some, of course, can take an 
extra-vacation privilege).

ence,” do the most harm of all. They are the speakers for 
a nation of little people. 


The venerable preacher. Eccles¬ 
iastes, tell.s us in Ecclesiastes 
3:18 that tlu re is a season for ev¬ 
erything. “A time to love, and a 
time to hale; a time of war and a 
time of peace." With the words 
and aetjon ? * of hate and war 
pounding at our ears and minds 
every hour of the day, I feel that 
it is due time we began considering 
love and peace. Peter tells us in I 
Peter 3:11-12, “Let him eschew 
evil, and do good; let him seek 
peace, and ensue it. For the eyes of 
the Lord are over the righteous, 
and Ilis ears are open unto their 
prayers: but the face of the Lord 
is against them that do evil.” 

What can we on a college cam¬

rrayer, the tools of their labor ly¬ 
ing in the field near them, while 
the chnreh bell tolls in the dis¬ 
tance. 

For over ten years interdenomi¬ 
national youth groups from va¬ 
rious communities of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, New Jersey, New York and 
many other! states have observed 
this period of meditation known to 
them as the “Peace Angelus.” 

I feel that the observance of the 
Peace Angelus” on our campus 
wn contain a great value as a de¬ 
vice for promoting a spirit of 
world brotherhood and a sense of 
personal responsibility for peace. 

Should anyone object to such a 
movement, will you kindly remem¬ 
ber that regardless of beliefs polit¬ 
ically in the present crisis, we all 
desire a just and. enduring peace, 
and that anyone who believes in 
the church and its mission could 
hardly object to asking people to 
pray for such a peace, Then, too, 
the terrible suffering in the world, 
the need to become aware of the 
fate of people in other countries 
and the value of prayer for guid¬ 
ance in planning for a just and en¬ 
during peace^-all are good reasons. 

Against the clamor and suffer¬ 
ing of this warring world, torn 
apart by misunderstanding and 
fear and greed, may the “Peace An- 
gelus” ring, bring to the hearts of 
people everywhere a new hope, a 
new drive, a new determination to 
build a renewed faith in the ulti¬ 
mate drive, a new determination to 
build ft renewed faith in the ulti¬ 
mate triumph of Christianity and 
world brotherhood.

WE MEAN IT EVEN NOW 

As elsewhere, there are in college certain things one 
docs and certain things one does not do. And in college, 
an “institution of higher learning,” one of the things that 
just isn’t done, paradoxically enough, is study. 

Study is the last resort. The more intelligent a stu¬ 
dent is, the less studying he should do. Any other means 
—last minute cramming and memory work, superficial 
skimming, bluffing, parasitical dependence on another’s 
notes—is more creditable. Two hours’ study as com¬ 
pared to some other person’s half hour spent on the same 
material is a shameful thing, evidence of obtuseness, 
stodgincss, and a probable lack of any other interest in 
life. The disgusted observation, “Studying again?” —the 
look of scorn leveled at the student who tries to keep 
even one eye on his book when his room is invaded for a 
“bull session”—the seeming pale pinkness of this life as 
compared to the brilliance of his voluble neighbors’ 
nights around the library table^-these are enough to 
wither the best intentions of the potential student. 

Even the slightest pleasure of the resulting A or B is 
dulled by the condescending “No wonder, he studies all 
the t’me!” So much more a compliment is it to have rec¬ 
ognized one’s cleverness in getting a C without ever hav¬ 
ing “cracked a book” in the course. Not only that, but no 
one except a fool would let his interest in a subject so far 
overwhelm his better judgment as to induce him to read 
his assignment plus. And to make the fatal choice be¬ 
tween a book and a movie in favor of the book is a sure 
and swift indictment, a sign of weak conformity rather 
than of sincere preference or strength of will. 

Probably the only reason student opinion hasn’t 
come out openly in favor of totally abolishing study is 
out of respect for the old tradition that college students 
are lovers of learning and of the acquiring of it by means 
of study. But it might do us good to remember that a de¬ 
rogatory attitude is an insidious second to actual out- 
and-out abolishing, that studying as a last resort results 
in superficial and temporary learning at best, and that if 
we aren’t doing the college “job” we might as well be 
out doing something else. The world, at least, sees to it 
that we earn what we get, since we ourselves aren’t 
strong enough to enforce that unwritten law through 
self-discipline.

“Freedom."

The determined effort which cer¬ 
tain privileged groups are making 
to deleat the Freedoms which Mr. 
Roosevelt has described is being 
cv s deneed in many ways, among 
which the movements for “white 
supremacy” are striking and omi¬ 
nous examples. 

In her speech before the meeting, 
honoring the winners of the Nobel 
Prize who are now in this country, 
the prominent author, Pearl Buck, 
rdicated the trend .to obscurant¬ 
ism : 

“This war has been limited in 
its true aims. It has become a mil¬ 
itary strugg’e. It has ceased to be 
| a fight for freedom” 

If what Mrs. Buck believes* to be 
tme is an accurate analysis, it 
would indicate that the reactionary 
forces have gained the aecendancy 
and that the party of Freedom is 
already suffering defeat 

In .any event, the line between 
th -se who seek victory for the pur¬ 
pose of realizing the Freedoms and 
j iho; e who seek victory for the pur¬ 
pose of establishing the status quo 
ante is. growing more sharply clear, 
land it srems that * a struggle im¬ 
pends.

A large crowd watched Coach j 
Snider’s varsity practically annihi¬ 
late a hapless Elizabethtown Col-! 
lege team in the College Hill gym 
Saturday evening by a score of 52 
to 26, 

The superiority of the Indians 
over the invaders is seen ^ in the fig¬ 
ures. At the end of the first quarter 
Juniata led 11 to 7 because of 
F/ToWh’s stellar defense efforts, !

HEADQUARTERS 

The recent official report from 
Washington with regard to the En¬ 
listed. Reserves has rather defi¬ 
nitely defined the future of college 
men in this branch of service. 

Enlisted Reserves whose first 
college semester ended after De¬ 
cember 31, 1942, are subject to call 
on a ten day notice. Of course in 
handling the thousands of college 
men under this order, it may en¬ 
able quite a few to finish this year. 
At the most they can expect to go 
in April or possibly May. 

This means that college athletics 
have a rather indefinite status. 
Schools in the Ivy League have 
employed the system of planning 
their athletic set-up semester to 
semester. More schools are bound 
to drop all sports. But some will 
plug on in the example of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania whose di¬ 
rector of athletics says that they 
will continue to have athletics, as 
long as there are men around to 
play them.

of the Four Freedoms must, like j 
charity, begin at home. The degree j 
to which we make the Freedoms ef- < 
feetive in the United States will be; 
the criterion by which we shall be; 
judged by other peoples when we 
seek to further human rights! 
abroad. The extent of the demoe- 1 
racy which we accord to our own' 
minorities. Negroes, Mexicans, Jap- i 
anese-Americans, Chinese-Ameri-, 

icans, will be the frame-work in! 
which we shall have to work for j 
minority lights all over the world, j 
If we retain here in America the 
poison of antisemitic feeling, we 
shall be able to do little to seek the 
abolition of prejudice abroad. 

Finally, should we begin ration¬ 
ing clear thought and goodwill, our 
representatives in the making of 
the peace will be precluded from 
acting wisely. However, if we con¬ 
tinue striving to make democracy 
effective here and now, we shall 
have the chance of working for a 
true peace when the war is over.

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HITLER ATTEMPTING TO FOSTER 
DEFEATISM IN UNITED NATIONS 


Recent Proclamation is like¬ 
ly Symptom of His Own 

Vision of Defeat 

By DR. KENNETH L. SMOKE j 

(This is the first of a new series . 
of articles by Dr. Kenneth L.: 
Smoke, Head of the Psychology i 
Department of the college.) 

la his recent proclamation to the 
German people on the occasion of 
the tenth anniversary of his rise to 
flower, Hitler made the following 
assertion: “In this war there will he 
neither victor nor vanquished, but 
only those who survive those who 
are destroyed.” 

Like so many of Hitler’s pro¬ 
nouncements, this is a highly am¬ 
biguous assertion. In a sense it is 
doubtless true, for both those who 
“win” and those who “lose" in the 
present global conflict will certain¬ 
ly “lose” far more than they “win.” 
(It is of course clear that the rec¬ 
ognition of this fact does not mean 
that one advocates non-partieipa- 
tion in the present war. for the 
question remains as to wliat we. 
and all the world would “lose” if > 
we were to fail to “win”.) In an- j 
other sense, howevbr, it is a subtle i 
and a vicious propaganda trick do -1 
signed to create an erroneous im-1 
pression in the minds of the Ger-! 
man people and an equally false' 
idea in the minds of people in the: 
United Nations. Although the lead-! 
ers of the United Nations agree; 
that it is neither possible nor de-j 
sirable to take the lives of eighty 
million Germans, Hitler is attempt¬ 
ing to convince his people that 
their biological survival is at 
stake. As regards Hitler’s attempt 
to influence certain groups within 
the United Nations, lie is once more 
fostering the wliat’s-tlie-use type of 
defeatism that has played so large, 
and so devastating, a part in the 
thinking of many people in recent 
years. 

Hitler’s appeal to fear is an im¬ 
portant straw in the wind. The 
whole tenor of his proclamation is 
utterly different from that of his 
speeches in the early days, of the 
war. In all probability he now sees 
the handwriting on the wall, but is 
resolved to cling to his position and 
power regardless of the cost in hu¬ 
man blood awl misery. It is of the 
greatest importance that the United 
Nations be united in fact as well as 
in name, and that they act with all 
possible speed.

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Lincoln Speaks Through The 
Years To Our Men - Our 
Honored Soldiers

My roommate left for the Army Monday morning with thirty other 
boys. Sure, he put on a good show—just like the others : “The girls are 
going to have a tough time with me not around,” and “It’s too had you 
have to keep at the books!” finally, a deceivingly nonchalant: “Well, 
so long, bud.” As the train pulled out, a quotation from Milton came 
stumbling through my mind “I. . . leave a calm and pleasing solitari¬ 
ness, fed with cheerful and confidient thoughts, to embark in a troubled 
sea of noises and hoarse disputes.” 

Eighty-three years ago a tall, gaunt figure stood on the rear plat¬ 
form of a train, and as the band played, waved goodbye. The man was 
leaving under circumstances very much similar to Monday morning. He 
too was leaving friends and memories; he too was destined to be en¬ 
gulfed in a war which resolved itself into a fight to the bitter end of 
one people against itself. To his dissatisfied countrymen, upon arriving 
at his destination, the man said: “You have no oath registered in 
heaven to destroy the government, while I shall have the most solemn 
one to preserve, protect, and defend.” 

Now, three days after the birthday of the speaker of those words, 
the thirty who have left us, like other students at a similar crisis in 
their lives, have had bestowed upon them a mission, if not a destiny, 
as great as that of Abraham Lincoln. Indeed, their mission is greater. 
Lincoln’s was to end civil war in a single country; theirs is the ending 
of civil war on the earth. 

Tiie life of Lincoln is the embodiment of a message to all of those 
throughout the country who feel that they have “lost out” by their call 
to military service. Lincoln “lost out” all along the line—in securing an 
adequate education, in marriage, in public office, which seemed to elude 
him much as Good Fortune has eluded a thousand college seniors whose 
draft boards turned a dead ear to their plea for “just two more 
months.” But in losing he was actually building the foundation for his 
one big winner. In losing he made friends, acquired prominence, exhib¬ 
ited his honest personality, gained in popularity and experience — in 
each losing, Lincoln but traveled a step closer to the White House. 

The athletic coach whose team is due for a successful season, the 
doctor who has just been promoted, the actor who has just been given 
his first break—all of these, be they called today or tomorrow, have 
not “lost out.” On the noctrary, they have won—won the opportunity 
to return to their aspirations and work after the war—aspirations and 
work whieh would soon be fruitless and lost, were they not to “pre¬ 
serve, protect, and defend” them now. Every man who fights today 
against oppression is making his aspiration more obtainable and his 
life-work more secure. Fighting from the sands of Egypt to the icy 
wastelands of Norway, the coach is buying a first-row seat to see his 
future championship team; the doctor is enrolled in the school of Expe¬ 
rience under strain out of which he will come more alert and more 
skillful than before; the actor is learning the price to be paid for hold¬ 
ing again the script of Freedom of Speech ; the student has exchanged a 
peaceful campus path for a muddy road lined perhaps with trudging 
figures and weary souls, and lias learned thereby that knowledge is in 
men’s hearts as well as in men’s minds. 

We have “discovered” America in the last decade—’those things 
which we took for granted: magazines, motion pictures, radios, stream¬ 
lined trains, dual highways, the World Series, professional Ice Hockey, 
the right of Republican and Democrat to say of the other: “He’s crazy!’’ 
•—those things we now want to enjoy. But enjoyment is far off. Today 
we may see ourselves in the same position as Lincoln’s audience at 
Gettysburg. As he pointed out to them, so it is evident to us, that there 
is much “unfinished work, which they who fought have thus far so 
nobly advanced, .... remaining before us.” The thirty who have left 
us, and the thousands like them over the country, must now “be dedi¬ 
cated to the great task” that falls on atl of our shoulders: the task of 
giving not to our nation alone, hut to the world at large, a new birth of 
freedom under God,—

TRIBUTE TO A REAL ARISTOCRAT 

“Choose between the things that differ; approve 
those that are excellent.” 

This phrase, familiar to all students on College Hill, 
seems the most fitting to serve as a characterization for 
the person who has made it a byword on the Juniata 
campus. We speak of President Charles C. Ellis, whose 
recent announcement that he is soon to retire brings 
forcibly to our minds in this time of conflict the merits 
contained in the pattern of life he preached and exempli¬ 
fied. 

The loss of such an astute scholar and godly gentle¬ 
man as Dr. Ellis would be severe at any time in the his¬ 
tory of the college, but we feel it even more now when it 
comes on top of the blows dealt Juniata and its citizenry 
by the war. And yet the very nature of these times causes 
us to overlook the loss, and instead to profit by a serious 
reflection of the good wrought by this man who knows 
how to choose and what to approve. 

The mere rendering of these words he uses so often 
means little, however, without a deeper realization of 
their connotation. And further reflection leads us to his 
belief in an aristocracy composed of those who can 
choose between the things that differ and approve the 
things that are excellent. Here is an aristocracy which 
may be attained by all, regardless of birth or breeding; 
an aristocracy characterized by the practice of the vir¬ 
tues mentioned above. Not like the false one limited to 
certain classes, creeds, or colors, it is the true aristocracy 
of bestness. 

Here is certainly something in which every student 
must see value. A truly democratic thesis, it can well 
serve as a basis for thinking now while we divide our 
energies between winning a war and establishing a bet¬ 
ter world by means of a lasting peace. And in those fu¬ 
ture days when the conflict is over we can do no better 
than to strive for a place in this aristocracy of bestness. 
It means that we must assume our duties with a sense of 
responsibility to always accomplish our best, and that 
we must so discipline ourselves and so observe the class¬ 
ical virtues that our life will be more than a poor shallow 
thing, but a full ttnd happy accomplishment. That is the 
aristocracy of bestness. 

Making full use of an articulateness and a literacy 
high above the average, Dr. Ellis has spent years leading 
generations of Juniata students to this path. In doing 
this he has transcended the role of mere educator £nd 
risen to a position as a leader of men and a teacher of 
truth. Our regret is that so few months remain for him to 
serve Juniata in this capacity.— -T. C.

Changes in the air raid alarm 
signals of the local area were an¬ 
nounced by Dean J. Clyde Stayer 
in chapel today. 

Daytime air raids will he an¬ 
nounced by the blue and the red 
signals. At the sounding of the blue 
signal, which consists of one two- 
minute blast on two steam whistles 
signifying the approach of enemy 
planes, the student body will be on 
the alert but may continue normal 
activity. Everyone will get under 
cover immediately on hearing the 
red signal, a series of short blasts 
on the same two whistles, plus an 
additional: two sirens. Following 
this the blue signal will again be 
heard. 

The night time raids will be an¬ 
nounced by a telephoned yellow 
signal and by blue, red, and blue 
signals as in the day. At the first 
blue signal all lights will be 
blacked out immediately. 

The all clear signal, both day¬ 
time and night time, will be given 
over the telephone and not by 
whistle.

The Russian counter-offensive 
now in progress is without prece¬ 
dent in human history. Never before 
has a nation that has suffered 
such enormous losses hi terms ot 
both men and territory been auie 
to launch so massive a counter-at¬ 
tack. When one recalls that after 
his visit to Moscow Mr. Wilkie as¬ 
serted that Russia has suffered 
five million casualties, and when 
one thinks of the enormous area 
overrun by the German army, the 
present campaign is seen to be a 
truly astonishing thing. 

When Hitler attacked Russia in 
June, 1941, “experts” everywhere 
predicted the speedy collapse of the 
invaded nation. As for the German 
expectation, it is clear that neither 
Hitler nor the German High Com¬ 
mand was prepared to encounter 
such fierce resistance. In America, 
the “experts” freely predicted a 
repetition of the disaster that had 
overwhelmed France, for they were 
greatly impressed by the fact that 
up to that time no army had been 
able to withstand the German 
blitzkrieg. As for the oriental view 
of the situation, it was not mere 
coincidence that the Japanese at¬ 
tacked Pearl Harbor when the Ger-

man army was within sight of Mos¬ 
cow. Russia has surprised the 
whole world. 

It is impossible to forsee the full 
effects of the present campaign, 
but it is abundantly evident that 
Germany can' not defeat Russia 
and thereby destroy the threat of a 
two-front war. Russian resistance 
will make possible the coming of a 
day when Hitler will be forced to 
fight not only a two-frout war,— 
the thing that he has said Germany 
must avoid at all costs—, but also 
a multi-front war. That day will he 
for Hitler not “the end of the be¬ 
ginning” but the beginning of the 
end. 

Russia is proving to be a magnifi¬ 
cent ally in days of war; we must 
cooperate with her in days of 
peace. Such cooperation does not 
mean that America should become 
a communist state, but it does mean 
that all of the United Nations 
must work together in the gigantic 
tasks of post-war reconstruction, in 
the establishment of a world-wide 
organization of states, and in the 
re-establishinent and the enforce¬ 
ment of international law. If we 
fail in this we can be reasonably 
sure that our century will witness 
a third world war.

use philosophy—that her duty is to get out of college 
as rapidly and painlessly as possible and get out where 
she can do some good. 

Even in the narrower, military sense we have reason 
to wonder. A good man, persevering, adaptable to the 
situation in which he finds himself, with a backbone that 
the straw of hard work can’t break, is already half-way 
to being a good soldier. A good woman, trained in 
straight thinking, careful, with good emotional control, 
is all set to be a good war worker, to say nothing of hav¬ 
ing the capacity to make this world a better place to live 
in. 

The war isn’t an excuse for restlessness. Rather it is a 
reason for settling down. There may, of course, be shift¬ 
ing to new localities and new jobs, but it should be a 
purposeful shifting. First we pick out What we want to 
do and should do, then we do it, good and hard, effi¬ 
ciently and long. Nothing more settled down than that. 

If we have any sense of perspective at all, we take a 
long range view. We have faith that the war will some¬ 
day come to an end, and we see How incongruous it is to 
fight hard elsewhere for our way of life here while we 
defeat it at home. As far as we are able we value and 
give time to those things that are more enduring than 
any war—art, literature, music, friendship, religion, the 
home. And we do dull tasks, shorn of the glamor of pres¬ 
ent vital necessity, change, and high salary, because they 
are tasks needing us now and in the future.

Alumni Arrowheads 

Frederic Witmer, Juniata grad¬ 
uate, class of 1930, now Regi¬ 
mental Chaplain, 80th Armored 
Division, and Rector of St. Thom¬ 
as’s church, Bethel, Conn, has 
written an article, “The Armoraid- 
er Chaplain,” for the January 
issue of The Connecticut Church- 
man. The article is reprinted be¬ 
low: 

The work and life of Army chap¬ 
lains are essentially the same re¬ 
gardless of . whether they serve in 
the Air Corps, the Infantry or the 
Artillery—the chaplain is a friend 
and counsellor of the soldier. And 
yet there are differences. For in¬ 
stance, some chaplains exercise 
their military-ministry in diffm- 
ent environments than others. As a 
chaplain in the Armored Force, I 
find mysi.tf surrounded by tanks, 
half-tracks, peeps, trucks, and sund¬ 
ry kinds of motor vehicles. These 
are manned by soldiers mainly of 
a mechanical trend of mind. They 
are giants and daring men whose 
bread and butter is the oil and 
grime, the noise and risk of tank 
warfare. As an “armoraider chap¬ 
lain,” I follow men through their 
daily schedule in the garrison and 
in the field. To “get next to them” 

I not only engage in close order 
drill and accompany them on 
marches, but also make a haoit r.f 
driving the massive tanks and oth¬ 
er vehicles of the Armored Force. 

The American soldier is every 
inch a man, meeting the tests and 
trials of daily life, and doing Hs 
tasks with straightforward daring. 

But steel and oil have not insulat¬ 
ed nor d».;det?ed the “tanker” to 
the normal sentiments of human 
relationships. When, in the face of 
life s problems, he is powerless to 
help himself, he comes to see the 
chaplain. Usually he comes with a 
question that demands of him the* 
best. This makes the military-min¬ 
istry exacting and exciting—a 24- 
hour job. 

The church attendance record of 
the average soldier is, by far, bet¬ 
ter than when he was in civilian 
life. His week’s work finished, a 
thousand and one recreational at¬ 
tractions bid for his time and en¬ 
ergy. He does not have to go to 
church in the Army, any more than 
he had to do so in civilian life, ex¬ 
cept insofar as he is inwardly im¬ 
pelled to do so by the higher call¬ 
ings of his spirit. But he does at¬ 
tend the religious services and 
from my contact with men of all 
Protestant Churches as represent¬ 
ed in my regiment, I have come to 
visualize great things for Chris¬ 
tianity in the post-war world. 

These soldiers, now worshipping N 
together, not as Methodists, or 
Baptists, or Episcopalians, but as 
Christian brethren will, I believe, 
return to their several civilian 
communities imbued with an ecu¬ 
menical spirit and demand that 
the old barriers that separate 
Christian from Christian be torn 
down. The Christian soldier is see¬ 
ing and learning. When he returns, 
what will he find? What will the 
folks at home have accomplished in 
behalf of the unity of Spirit and 
work between the Churches?

But what 
of his past efforts here? 

So, off to the place of files and 
figures and we come up with some 
very interesting information. A 
preface tells us that “Mike” was a 
four letterman at Juniata in foot¬ 
ball, basketball, track, and tennis. 
Then came the College of American 
Gymnastic Union, two and one-half 
years in high school coaching, and 
then his return to Juniata in 19&0. 

His first coaching task was as 
line coach under Coach “Carty” 
Swartz who was making his debut 
in the same year. In eleven years 
as line coach he saw Juniata win 
So games, lose 43, and tie 5. His 
relegation to the head coaching 
post this year found the India it 
eleven winning 3 and losing 2. 

They beat Drexel 13-9, Susque¬ 
hanna 22-12, Westminster 28-0, and 
iost to Lebanon Valley 27-0 and to 
Penn Military College 14-13. 

In track he achieved his greatest 
success. Beginning, in the spring of 
1931 he coached exactly twelve 
i Jnniata cinder teams. These twelve 
i teams won 18 dual meets while los¬ 
ing 15. Of 4 triangular meets Jun¬ 
iata took top honors twice and 
were second twice. One of these 
firsts was the Pennsylvania Con¬ 
ference Meet in. 1939 with Susque¬ 
hanna (31) and Moravian (15). 
Juniata had 108 points. 

In dual meets his wins and losses 
stand thus: Bucknell 5-4; Rider 
College 4-0; Susquehanna 3-0; 
Waynesburg 2-5; . Osteopathy 1-0; 
Dickinson. 1-1; American U. 1-0: 
Washington College 1-0; Drexel 
0-1: Villanova 0-2; and F. & M. 0-2. 

Lt. Snider’s big successes came in 
the two big eastern, meets—Penn 
Relays and Middle Atlantics. In 
1931 his relay team (Fetner, Jam¬ 
ison, Ords, and Oden Pletcher) 
won the class B competition in the 
Penn Relays. In 1932 his relay 
team (Bloomington, Light, Fetner, 
and Rowland) took first over 
Drexel, Ursinus, and Susquehanna 
in the Central Pennsylvania Con¬ 
ference Relay. 

1933 and 4th in Class B 1934 
and a first in the Middle Atlantics 
Relay Mile and second in class B 
College Relay. 1935 and a 4th in 
the same race. 1936 and a second in 
the class B relay. Np entry in 1937 
seemed to spell a year of non¬ 
competition in preparation for big¬ 
ger stakes. 

In 1938 “Mike’s” greatest relay 
team (Lesher, Dick, Snider, and 
Weber) won a first leg on the Rod- 
man Wanamaker Cup for winning 
the M. A. S. Mile Relay and per¬ 
manent possession of the Penn Re¬ 
lay Plaque. In 1939 the same quar- 1 
tet repeated in a new Juniata rec- 
0I 'd (3:27.9 see.) to take a second 
lag, on the Wanamaker Gup. 

Snider teams were entered in the ' 
kiddie Atlantics from 1936 through 
to the present impending season. In 
1939 when he had one of his great 
teams they scored 11 points for a 
Jlj niata high.

WAR IS PERHAPS NOT TRAGEDY 
IT SEEMS, SAYS DU BINKLEY 

View of History And Past Wars Gives Hope to Present 
Observer; War Msty Overcome Fallacies and Corrup¬ 
tion of Decadent World

(Editor’s Note: This is the first 
of a series of weekly articles by a 
new faculty contributor, Dr. H. C. 
Binkley of the college English De¬ 
partment ) 

Every day wails loudest over its 
own woe. 

Of course, only a professional op¬ 
timist can look upon the world in 
the year 1943 and smile hopefully. 
But let the historian reel back the 
years through 1917, 1864, 1814, 

1792, 1666, 1558, 1066 and many 
more; and how many of us would 
want to change our lot with theirs? 
This has not been the first gener¬ 
ation to suffer the pangs of war 
and to endure the dislocations of 
economic or social revolution. 

In spite of this dark hour, most 
of the nations of the earth and 
most of its people, crushed or tri¬ 
umphant, look forward rather than 
back. If the modern age has found 
new ways to kill, it has found even 
more ways to heal. If the masses 
now die by millions, the masses 
likewise share standards of living 
which are higher by and large than 
they have ever been. The tragedy 
of war is a solution, frightful 
though it may be, to the well-nigh! 
insoluble threat of over-population. 

Neither does the present ever 
look quite so bad when one has a 
future to look forward to. Any 
faith in the ultimate progress of 
man must reach ahead to the gains 
that come from times like these. 

Again history gives a warrant of 
hope. The trammels of feudalism 
were not shaken off without blood¬ 
shed and suffering. The Rennais- 
sance was not a quiet broadening 
: from precedent to precedent. The 
rising industrialism of the nine-

Even 
though all the King’s horses were 
not in butchers’ shop and his men 
all at war, should we not think 
twice before we decide for sure 
that we want Humpty Dumpty to¬ 
gether again? 

Since war has seized hold on the 
world, let us hope that it will not 
cease before Change, or Evolution, 
of the Good Way of Life (what’s 
in a name?) has gained momentum 
enough to overwhelm the fallacies 
and corruptions of a decadent age. 
Now is the time to plan sobeTly for 
a “brave new world.”

Joseph Knitzer, violinist, third 
guest artist of the Huntingdon Co¬ 
operative Association, will be

Mr. Knitzer has studied with 
well-known violin teachers as the 
late Leopold Auer, and Louis Per- 
singer. 

At fourteen he made his debut 
but retired for six years to study. 
At twenty he received three prizes 
of importance offered to young 
musicians—the Naumburg Award, 
the prize of the National Federa¬ 
tion of Music Clubs, and the Schu¬ 
bert Memorial Award.

The second number is | 
by Max Bruch, the “Concerto in G 
Minor.” This composition was dedi¬ 
cated to the famous violinist, Jo¬ 
achim, who played its initial per¬ 


formance at Bremen. 

The next group is composed of 
five shorter compositions, first of 
which is the well-known “Ave 
Maria” by Schubert. Although 
Bach is not usually thought of as 
a composer for violin, he was him¬ 
self a Bkilled artist on this instru¬ 
ment. His “Prelude in E Major” is 
from a group of six sonatas written 
for violin. This is followed by Cho¬ 
pin’s “Nocturne in C-Sharp Minor.” 
The next composition is by a well- 
knowS Spanish composer, Joaquin 
Nin. “Anduluza” is an old Spanish 
dance in a modern setting. The 
last number is “From the Home¬ 
land” by Smetana—a composition 
built upon Bohemian folk song:

The History staff will judge the 
entries and, upon approval of the 
faculty, the prize will be awarded 
to the student who shows superior 
merits in any of these points of 
recognition: (1) logical arrange¬ 
ment of materials (table of con¬ 
tents, bibliography) ; (2) relevant 
facts, diagrams, or pictures; (3) 
paragraphing, spelling, good dic¬ 
tion; and (4) proportion of sub¬ 
ject matter.

From The Vault Comes A Strory of a Book 
A Story for Collectors, and for You 

By R. JOHNSTON 

“I love everything that’s old,—old friends, old times, old manners, 
old books.” 

You know, with all our interest in “something new” we are missing 
a lot of really interesting things. I have discovered there is a wealth of 
fun to be found in digging among relics of the past. You all know the 
joy in renewing old acquaintances and in visiting old places, bnt the 
pleasure to be found in ar) old book is one many of us miss for want of a 
colorful cover. If you are one who thinks am old book is as drab as its 
cover, just listen a moment while I recite the tale of one that has a cover 
that is a bit tattered but a hisjtory that, well— 

The book of our story lies in “The Vault” of the Library with many 
another volume with yellowed and weathered pages, each with its own 
story. But to get on with our tale, we go back to 1864, when men of the 
North and men of the South were in the midst of a bitter struggle to test 
the mettle of a union forged to secure the blessings of liberty to all in a 
land of freedom. The hardships and, terrors of war have clouded the 
sunny skies of a free people, and men and boys are far from the homes 
where sunnier days have found them. Pvt. B. F. Isenberg, a native of 
Huntingdon, Pa., was riding with Sherman’s cavalry on the march from 
Atlanta to the sea. As the troops approached Milledgville, Ga., they 
passed the plantation of a prominent Confederate planter. The large 
mansion that had once graced the broad expanse of lawn was in flames 
—its whole treasure in imminent peril. The Pennsylvanian of our story, 
together with some comrades, dismounted and sought to snatch from the 
flames some few articles of value. 

When they had finished, they had a small pile of furniture and 
books there upon the lawn. Knowing the books were doomed to destruc¬ 
tion if left there, Isenberg looked through the volumes to see what he 
might save. Perhaps he was attracted by the red and gold cover, perhaps 
the hand-painted illustrations of rare flowers caught his eye, or perhaps 
he was just a lover of flowers, for he finally decided to take the two vol¬ 
umes called “The American Flora” by A. B. Strong, M. D. Fortunately 
for us, his selection was a very unusual, but a very interesting one The 
volumes were published in 1849 and 1851 under the title: 

“The American Flora or History of Plants and Wild Flowers con¬ 
taining their scientific and general descriptions. Natural History, 
Chemical and Medical Properties, Mode of Culture, Propagation, etc”! 

A hurried glance through the books was sufficient to convince our 
“hero” that they were fine pieces of workmanship. Nor was his judg¬ 
ment misplaced, for the handpainted pages which illustrate each entry 
are still very vivid. There is nothing about flowers which escaped the 
attention of the author—not even their language! 

After his hurried inspection, Isenberg tucked the two books in his 
saddle bags and carried them to Savannah. From Savannah he sent them 
to his home in Pennsylvania. In 1907 he presented both volumes to the 
Juniata College Library where they lie today in commendation of the 
pre-eminence of age over novelty.

HUNGER AND STARVATION ARE 
DEBILITATING EXPERIENCES 


By INEZ NIENOW 

Editor’s Note: Miss Inez Nienow, 
who is leaving her position ns 
Home Economics instructor at the 
college for the country’s service, 
has consented to write some timely 
'articles on nutrition for the Jun- 
iatiati before her departure.) 

Both hunger and starvation are 
uncomfortable and debilitating. 
Few of us have been hungry, and 
still fewer acquainted with starva¬ 
tion. Only when a situation is ex¬ 
perienced, can we begin to fully 
realize its implications. Not having 
known starvation or real hunger, 
we must draw from the experiences 
and observations of others. 

' Baron von Treck, during a period 
of confinement in the citadel of 
Magdeburg in which he was al¬ 
lowed iy 2 ounces of bread a day, 
quotes in his memoirs, “It is im¬ 
possible for me to describe to my 
readers the excess of torture that 
during eleven months I endured 

from ravenous hunger.My 

tortures prevented sleep, and look-! 
ing into futurity, the cruelty of my 

fate seemed to increase.Of, 

all the trials of fortitude my whole 
life afforded, this eleven months 
was the most bitter.” 

This story illustrates what | 
science has proved—that small 
amounts of food in the stomach 
cause more intense pain both phys¬ 
ically and mentally than the total 
absence of food during periods of 
fasting. It is this kind of circum¬ 
stance which prevails in Europe, 
borne out by the following ration

Unfortunately these amounts are 
rarely obtainable. 

Baron von Treck’s tale shows, 
too, the close relationship existing 
between physical well being and 
emotional stability. The adult suf¬ 
fers, but‘the effects of lack of food 
nutrients is more apparent in the 
child where food is not only re¬ 
quired for repair and maintenance 
but for growth. 

The child becomes dull, loses 
power to concentrate when he lives 
on a starvation diet. This has last¬ 
ing effect. Dr. Weston A. Price in 
lii^ book “Nutrition and Physical 
Degeneration” gives much data on; 
juvenile delinquency and criminal j 
tendencies in relation to nutritional 
injury. Data conclusive enough to 
prove that what we are mentally 
is influenced not only by heredity 
| and environment, but, beginning 
! with poor nutrition. Warped think¬ 
ing is definitely associated with 
; congenital physical deformity, con- 
' genital physical deformity with 
poor nutrition of the parents or 
grandparents. Knowing this we 
must be cognizant of the kind of 
European citizen with which we 
must work in -twenty or twenty-five 
years unless we feed the European 
and his children now. 

We are told Europeans in occu- 
i pled territories do not want to be 
j fed because they fear their con- 
! querors might take part of the 
j food. The Belgium Information 
Center in New York states, "There 
is no truth in such a state¬ 
ment. It belongs to that kind of 
rhetorical heroics which third-rate 
journalists invent after a copious 
dinner. . . . The whole question is 
whether the United Nations are 
i fighting to liberate oppressed peo- 
| pies or to liberate a vast ceme- 
j tery.” 

j The International Red Cross aid¬ 
ed by Swedish Relief Societies has 
for some time been sending food to 
the Greek people. Our government 
has been satisfied that the food 
sent has been given to only the 
Greeks. If the food can be success¬ 
fully sent to the Greeks, why not 
the occupied areas of Europe?

AH Class Night—what does it mean? Well, you hear first of all that 
certain braggarts from each class are assured of winning, which means 
that someone is going to be disappointed. To many therefore, the pur¬ 
pose of All Class Night is for no other reason than to win first place. 

A CHANCE TO PROVE YOURSELF ..... 

But certainly underlying this competitive spirit there is something 
which is more meaningful. During the preparation for All Class Night 
there are brought forth circumstances demanding cooperation and 
simple responsibilities which test the mettle of all who participate. 
The manner in which these things are carried out reflect upon personal 
qualities, whether, for example, one is prone to be selfish and aloof or 
helpful and unselfish. This experience then serves as a proving ground 
for those attributes relating to unselfishness and willingness to cooper¬ 
ate. That I would say is the philosophical thesis for the establishment 
of AH Class Night, let alone the value of entertainment and fun while 
working together. 

YE OLDE CLASS SPIRIT 

The one time of the year when classes can get together is, of 
course, at this time. The ordinary run of life at college is generally one 
of self responsibility.. We always make it a point at least to pass our 
tests, and in general it is remarkable how expert we are in attending 
to our personal domestic welfare. And the opposite to that;, even though 
it is trite to bring up the idea of devoting yourself to something other 
than yourself, as the idea of class cooperation as a phase in the devel¬ 
opment of that kind of living. It. is contrary to the trend of life in 
college. Everybody is placed in intellectual competition with one an¬ 
other and we are therefore inclined to remain individualistic. There¬ 
fore we should welcome the participation in All Class Night as some¬ 
thing which opposes this tendency, a tendency which is alone not de¬ 
sirable.

THE SEVENTH CROSS 

A BOOK REVIEW 

By ROBLEY JOHNSTON 

Few are the books whose scope is such that the reader is allowed 
a glimpse of what appears to be a general aspect of reality. Fewer still 
succeed in uniting universal truth with an application to matters of 
immanent concern to the reader. Especially difficult is it to find works 
of broad understanding in times such as ours—times in which 
strength of feeling tends to veil the truth concealed in history in the 
making. The war—its suffering and its heroes—has provided an array 
of themes which contemporary authors have not been slow in seizing 
upon. Writers, now as ever,- are prone constantly to celebrale victories 
and eulogize heroes, regardless of the reader's weariness of panegyrics. 
Our own times witness the publishing of so much writing on the cur¬ 
rent scene that we view with satisfaction the works of those who “set 
that due value upon their work, as to let them be often desired and 
long expected.” 

Upon first consideration, the story of Anna Seghers’ “The Seven! h 
Cross” may seem worn out. It is the story of an escape in the years 
before the war from Westhofen, one of the German concentration 
camps. There are seven who escape and one by oue they are tracked 
down. As an example (and symbolic of the suffering German people), 
each fugitive is flogged in his place at one of the seven trees in the 
court yard—each tree with a board nailed across it to form a cross! 
Seven crosses—upon each a fugitive. Within a week of the escape all 
are filled—all save one. It is the story of the Seventh Cross and George 
Heisler, whose cross it was, which distinguishes (his story of escape 
and makes it an expression of the human spirit. 

Miss Seghers not only tells a tale of present significance but also 
lays bare the vital elements which are brought into play in any sit¬ 
uation such as she describes. The forces of cowering fear, of frustra¬ 
tion and bewilderment, the expression of sympathy and loyalty to the 
spirit of a people are here impaled upon a familiar background to ex¬ 
plain to us the plight of the German people. The sympathy and refec¬ 
tion in “The Seventh Cross” distinguish it and mark it as a notably 
sane treatment of a contemporary problem which most of us have 
labeled insane for lack of understanding of the situation facing us. 

The intense, neurotic pattern of Nazi Germany unfolds itself in 
this story of German fugitives from the oppression of a perverted 
German spirit. The pattern unfolds as the plight of the fugitives 
desecends on their wives, their children, and their friends. The story of 
the seven crosses involves not only seven men, but a whole people.'

Now The Essay 

BOOKS AND READING 


By DORIS BECKLEY 

I think that everyone, of no matter what age or station in life, 
enjoys sitting down with a good book and spending a quiet evening at 
home reading it. However, have you ever thought about why people 
read arid the different ways in which they might choose their books to 
fill in those few quiet moments in this topsy-turvy world Let us look 
at this subject— Books and Reading— scientifically, by breaking it up 
into its component parts—first reading and then books. 

As far as I can see readers can be divided into four main divisions 
according to their reading habits. Other divisions, I must admit, are 
possible but I think four are sufficient for my purposes here. The first 
type to be considered Is the librarian’s delight—the omnivorous reader. 
He will read anything from Murder on the Hudson to Chaucer’s Can¬ 
terbury Tales. This type of reader usually reads simply because he 
doesn’t have anything else to do. With him reading is a way to spend 
time. He uses little or no discretion in selecting his material, usually 
reading anything that he can lay his hands on. For this' reason he* 
has almost always rend many volumes but few real books. 

The second type of render is the one who reads to be able to say 
that he has read. This reader usually confines himself to the best 
sellers. He is mostly an ardent supporter of clubs who offer to send 
him the “most popular book of the month plus a bonus book for a nom¬ 
inal fee.” The books come to his attention via parcel post once a month 
so he reads them and raves to his friends about them whether they are 
any good or not. The process requires little mental effort on his part 
and he has the opportunity to make his friends think that he is really 
keeping up with the times. Like the omnivorous reader this type 
usually does not take time to sift the wheat from the chaff. He reads 
what is put before him, only in smaller doses than does the omnivorous 
reader. He usually knows all about the latest novels but little about 
the classics. 

Another type found particularly in colleges and universities is the 
specialized reader. He is one who confines himself to one subject. One 
author, or one magazine. This is the reader who pursues nothing outside 
of the particular profession or field in which he is interested. If he is 
a law student he reads everything concerned with law from Twenty 
Thousand Years in Sing Sing to the Declaration of the Rights of Mail 
and the Citizen. If he is a mystery story lover he reads everything from 
the Nancy Drew series to Poe’s Gold Bug. As a result, he is an expert 
in one field and knows little or nothing about other fields. Reaping a 
rather narrow viewpoint from this habit of his, he makes a rather un¬ 
interesting conversationalist. He is apt to get a biff technical with 
people who do not share his ardent enthusiasm for a particular fie’d of 
endeavor. Moreover, when they don’t understand him, he can’t under¬ 
stand how they can be so stupid. 

A fourth and more ideal type of reader is one who reads for en¬ 
joyment. He varies his fields and gains a little knowledge in every 
field. One time he selects a book such as Gone With the Wind while 
the next time he might choose a play such as Shakespeare’s Hamlet. In 
other words, he reads quite a variety of books by different authors’ in 
dffevent periods, and with different ideas. This type of reader indulges 
m the sport not for the sake of reading as* does the omnivorous reader 
not to impress his friends as does the book club reader or not to gain 
particular knowledge as in the case of the specialized reader Instead 
tins type of reader combines the last qualities of the aforementioned 
types and . thus acquires a better balanced reading habit He makes a 
good conversationalist because he has knowledge about a wide variety 
of subjects, In short, he is the one who thinks of a book as does Martin 
I 1 araquliar Tapper in his essay Of Reading— ’ A good book is the best oc 
friends, the same today and forever.” 

Now let us look at the hooks themselves. As Sir Francis Bacon so 
aptly pnt it in his.essay, Of Studie^“Some books are to be-tasted 
gSVS be . swaUewed, and some few to be chewed and digested’ 
Since I think this is a very good way to classify books let us consider 
them m this light. We must all admit that the first category is by far 
the largest There are many books which should only be tasted Includ¬ 
ed among them are many of the popular novels, magazine stories some 
pamphlets, and yes, even a few textbooks. By tasting books the^eadm- 
should learn to acquire an appetite for the superior ones and to limit 
the time spent upon the inferior ones. He acquires a wider knowledge of 
many types by following this practice.

Science Equipment

Monday afternoon as the Juniata 
baseball squad was running 
through a three hour practice in 
preparation for the Bucknell game 
next day, Conch Kirncofe was 
asked to comment on * Saturday’s 
surprise win over Pitt. 

Agreeing, the doctor was quoted 
its. follows: “My boys played dumb 
baseball Saturday.

AGRICULTURE AND INDUSTRY UNITE 
IN THE NEW SCIENCE. CHEMURGY 


By DR. DONALD M. ROCKWELL 

Nearly ten years ago Dr. Wil¬ 
liam J. Hale wrote a little book 
called “The Farm Chenmrgic,” 
and in so doiug’ coined a word, 
Cheniurgy, which has assumed a 
marked significance in the modern 
economic order. Broadly speaking 
'’this word means—Chemistry at 
work—but. with the passing years, 
it has come to stand specifically 
for the processes involved in the 
production and use of farm pro 
dncts for chemical industry. 

Dr. Hale envisioned a time when 
the lot of the farmer would become 
more economically stable through 
his role in providing a huger pro¬ 
portion of the raw materials re-, 
quired by industry. It is true, of 
course,’that agricultural products 
have been of significance in Indus- , 
try for centuries; sugar cane mo¬ 
lasses for alcohol, cotton, flax and 
other fibers for all their familiar 
uses, and numerous other more or 
less specialized crops. But it was 
not these time-old products in 
wnich Dr. Hale was so much in¬ 
terested. Rather he saw the possi¬ 
bility that new and useful products 
might be hiding in the common, or¬ 
dinary crops which any farmer can 
raise with success. 

Bow great a prophet Dr. Hale 
was has been demonstrated over ; 
and over again in the past decade. 
The farm Chemurgic Council has 
grown as a potent force in bringing 
the American farmer and indus¬ 
trialist closer together for each 
other’s good. And today, in war , 
time, it has become a fact that, in 
a large measure, the war industry 
is absolutely dependent upon the 
fanner. That is what puts him in 
such a tough spot. He has to in- 
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crease his output of the basic food¬ 
stuffs ami, at the same time, meet 
the rising demand for farm pro¬ 
ducts that will go into the building 
of tanks and guns and planes. ^ 

Old products take on new signifi¬ 
cance in Cheniurgy. Take corn, for •* 
example. It used to be that the . 
chief use the farmer had for his 1 
corn was to turn it into pork or ' 
other meat by buying it as a feed. J 
Now, with Cheniurgy, it is a raw * 
material that can furnish alcohol 
for the making of the butadiene ‘ 
needed for synthetic rubber, or any 
one of a dozen important chemicals. 
Indeed one of our great chemical 1 
concerns uses as its motto, “Chem- 
.icals from Corn.” Or, again, soy 1 
beans. From what we used to think ! 
of as another one of those unusnai 
Chinese foods, the soy bean has j 
grown to be of almost inestimable ] 
value in industry. The Ford motor ^ 
company alone consumed one thou- f 
sand tons of soy bean oil per year , 
in the peace-time manufacture of g 
automobiles; in war the demand is 
at least as great. Beside the oil, £ 
which finds its way into paints, e 
varnishes and other materials, t 
there is also the soy bean meal j 
which is valuable for making many r 
things, from plastics that can take g 
the place of essential metals to f 
synthetic fabrics that may Tival ( 
wool. 

New products also come under 
the attention of the cheinurgist. 
Most fanners would be surprised, I 
imagine, to be asked to grow weeds 
on purpose. Yet from milkweed 
floss can be obtained a material to 
replace the disappearing supplies of 
kapok needed for insulation and 
life jackets. The cat-tails that 
grow in swampy places furnish a 
similar product. Daisies and other 
weeds produce source materials for 
insect repellants and medicinal 
drags which have become scarce be¬ 
cause of the war. Here are new 
ideas in crops for the farmer. And 
so the story goes. 

What of the future? Time only 
will tell, but Chemurgy deals with 
Tong views and wide horizons and 
there is much to be discovered. 
Ten-twenty-fifty years from now 
Dr. Hale’s dream may be fully re¬ 
alized and the closely knit associa¬ 
tion of farmter land industrialist 
may well be an important part of 
the pattern of the post-war world.
